BURGOS, 
Spain (AP) - 


Basque 
nationalists' 
swore 


vengeance today against the 
military judges who sentenced 
six Basques to death and nine 
others to a total of 351 years in 
prison. 


"There will be retaliation," 


one member of the Basque ter- 
rorist organization ETA warned 
after the court handed down the 
sentences Monday. He singled 
out Capt. Antonio Troncoso de 
Castro, the legal adviser to the 
court-martial, and another ETA 
source said of De Castro: "He 
better have a bodyguard." 


Denunciations of the death 


sentences and appeals for clem- 
ency poured into Madrid from 
around the world, and Basque 
sympathizers or foes of the 
Franco regime held demonstra- 
tions in cities throughout Eu- 
rope. 


Some led to violence. In San 


Sebastian, the Basque capital on 
Spain's northern coast, youths 
roamed 
the streets Monday 


night 
overturning cars 
and 


smashing windows. A bomb ex- 
ploded in front of the Spanish 
Consulate in Rome but caused 
no significant damage. More 
than 200 demonstrators broke 
into the Spanish Embassy in 
Brussels and ransacked some of 
the rooms. 


Defense lawyers for the 15 


Basques filed appeals to the 
military commander of Burgos, 
but it appeared unlikely that he 
would accept them. If he does 
not and signs the death war- 
rants, only clemency from Ge- 
neralissimo Francisco Franco, 
the Spanish chief of state, can 
stop the executions before a fir- 
ing squad. 


Franco, facing his worst crisis 


since the Spanish civil war, met 
with his Cabinet 
to discuss 


whether he should commute the 
death sentences. 


Announcement of the sen- 


tences brought new appeals for 
clemency from the Vatican and 
the

France, Australia, Denmark, 
Norway and Belgium.

as a matter of law, that man- 
agement negotiate benefits for 
retired workers. 


The importance of the case is 


underlined by the fact friend-of- 
the-court briefs were filed on 
management's side by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers and the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, and on the NLRB 
side by the AFL-CIO, the United 
Auto Workers, the Steelworkers 
and Transit Workers. 


The case dates back to 1965 


when the federal medicare law 
was enacted and Local 1 of the 
Allied Chemical Workers of 
America asked Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co. to renegotiate medical 
benefits for its 190 retired em- 
ployes. 


At the time Pittsburgh Plate, 


under a 1964 agreement, con- 
tributed $2 a month to medical 
insurance premiums of retired 
workers. 


Rather than bargain with the 


union, however, the company of- 
fered to pick up the $3 monthly 
medicare costs for any retired 
workers who would drop out of 
the company medical insurance 
plan. Fifteen accepted the offer. 


The union complained 
the 


company was guilty of unlawful 
refusal 
to bargain, and 
the 


NLRB 
agreed. 
The 
appeals 


court, however, reversed 
the 


NLRB, and held that retired 
workers are not employes as de- 
fined by the National Labor Re- 
lations Act. 


The court is not expected to 


decide whether to review the 
case for several weeks.

Caribbean A ir 
Crash Under 
Investigation 


CHARLOTTE AMALIE, V.I. 


(AP) — Federal investigators 
began an inquiry today into the 
crash of a Trans Caribbean 
Airlines jet in which a man and 
his son were killed. 


Nineteen persons were hospi- 


talized after the crash Monday 
of the Boeing 727 as it was land- 
ing on the Virgin Island of St. 
Thomas. The other 32 persons 
aboard were treated for minor 
injuries and released. 


The 
Knud-Hansen 
Hospital 


said 
two unidentified 
bodies 


were brought to its morgue, and 
one apparently was a child's. 


The bodies were believed to 


be those of John Vanyo of Mur- 
ray Hill, N.J., and his son, Vic- 
tor, who were listed by the air- 
line as missing. Four other 
members of the family were 
among the survivors. 


With the beginning of 1971 


only four days away, it was the 
first fatal crash of a scheduled 
U.S.. airline passenger flight in 
1970, the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board reported. A 
total of 142 persons were killed 
in U.S. airline crashes earlier in 
the year, but they were on car- 
go, charter or ferry flights. The 
last previous fatal crash of a 
scheduled passenger flight oc- 
curred in November 1969 when 
a Mohawk Airlines plane hit a 
mountain near Glen Falls, N.Y., 
killing 14 persons. 


The Trans Caribbean flight 


had originated in New York City 
and stopped in San Juan en 
route to the Virgin Islands, east

The plane "landed all right," 


said a witness, Juliet Parham of 
Queens. N.Y., "but suddenly 
something bounced away from 
Hie plane.

Then the plane bumped along 
the runway and seemed to be 
trying to take off again when it 
suddenly went to the right and 
up the hill. Then it exploded." 


The passengers slid down the 


two evacuation slides through a 
curtain of smoke and flame. 
Firemen brought the flames un- 
der control more than an hour 
later.

degree murder in late 1969, but 
his conviction was reversed last 
June by the state 
Supreme 


Court on grounds that Judge 
Charles Light erred by overrul- 
ing challenges Glover's attor- 
ney made against four prospec- 
tive jurors. 


Antiwar GIs 
Ask Right of 
Free Speech 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


groups 
of 
antiwar soldiers, 


claiming they have been har- 
assed by the military because of 
their views, have asked the Su- 
preme Court to give servicemen 
the same rights of free speech 
and press enjoyed by civilians. 


The groups asked the court 


Monday for the right to distrib- 
ute antiwar newspapers and to 
hold peace meetings on military 
bases. 


The principal target is an 


Army regulation that authorizes 
commanders to bar distribution 
at PXs, movie houses, service 
clubs and other military facili- 
ties of newspapers that are "a 
clear danger to military loyalty, 
discipline or morale." 


One appeal, filed by a group 


from Ft. Bragg, N.C., claims 
some of the antiwar soldiers had 
their security clearances and 
were threatened with courts- 
martial, 
reassignment 
and 


transfers to Vietnam. 


The second appeal, filed by a 


group at Ft. Jackson, S.C., said 
"only this court can give fulfill- 
ment to the belief of these 
young men that their induction 
into the armed services docs not 
carry with it the denial of their 
First Amendment rights as citi- 
zens of the United States. 


Both groups said they have 


been intimidated and harassed 
in an Army campaign to sup- 
press "GIs United Against the 
Vietnam War." This organiza- 
tion was formed at Ft. Bragg in 
early 1969 and since has spread 
to other posts.

Good (But Foolish) 
Samaritan 


Farmer Green was standing 


near a highway crossing when he 
saw a car run a red light, bounce 
ofT a truck, and land in the ditch. 
Green ran over. Finding the car 
on its side, with the driver trapped 
and injured, he managed to lift 
it upright. 


Unhappily, he also managed to 


strain his own back. Later, after 
the first few doctor bills, the 
farmer decided to seek damages 
from the man he had saved. 


"It was his original bad driving 


that led to my injury," Green 
reasoned in court. 


"But 
he took his own chances 


in coming to my rescue, coun- 
tered the motorist. "If the car 
was that heavy, he should have 
gone for help. 1 appreciate his 
effort, but I am not liable for his 
bad judgment." 


Nevertheless, the court upheld 


the farmer's claim, because his 
injury was indeed a direct result 
of the motorist's negligence. As 
for any "bad judgment," the court 
said a Good Samaritan could not 
be expected to show perfect pru- 
dence under the stress of an 
emergency. 


Generally speaking, because of 


a Samaritan's good motives, his 
conduct is judged with extra tol- 
erance. This is true even if there 
is no real emergency at all. Take 
this case: 


A faulty freezer in a hotel 


kitchen began to leak fumes of 
ammonia. One of (lie waiters, 
fearing for the cook's safety, 
rushed to her aid. But in his haste, 
he suffered a painful fall. 


When he sought damages after- 


ward for his injury, the hotel 
management pointed out that at 
no time had the cook been in any 
real danger. Yet the waiter won 
a judgment, because there had 
been at least enough appearance 
of danger "to excite a person of 
ordinary humanitarian 
instincts 


lo take action." 


Still, the law does draw a line 


when the Samaritan's action is 
not only risky but downright reck- 
less. In another case, a woman 
was killed by a train when she 
tried to snatch her dog from in 
front of an oncoming express. 


Was the railroad legally liable 


for her death? A court said no. 
The judge held that with danger 
so obvious, and with no human 
life at stake, she had taken a risk 
that 
could not reasonably be 


justified.

Cigarette Ad 
Ban 
Effective 


January 2

NEW YORK (AP) - 
With 


only days remaining before cig- 
arette commercials are banned 
from the airwaves, the question 
is still what will the cigarette 
manufacturers do with the $226 
million they previously spent on 
radio and television. 


Secrecy surrounds the compa- 


nies' plans for diverting that 
money into other advertising 
and promotional schemes after 
the prohibition goes into effect 
Jan. 
2. 


Because a primary purpose of 


advertising is to induce smokers 
to switch brands, the manufac- 
turers are taking care to see 
that 
their competitors don't 


learn their promotion plans. 


"Obviously, we're not going to 


divulge our plans to the opposi- 
tion," sayd Dallas Kersey of 
Philip Morris. 


"The competition wants to 


know what we're going to do. 
We want to to know what the 
competition 
is going to do. 


There are still many options 
open, but we haven't fully decid- 
ed on where we're going." 


A portion of the money will go 


into newspapers and magazines. 
But how much is uncertain, 
mostly because the manufactur- 
ers aren't talking. 


Some of it will go into outdoor 


advertising, sales force promo- 
tion, new coupon plans, various 
promotional 
programs 
and 


product diversification. A good 
bit of it may not be spent at all 
and be turned back into profit. 


The ban on cigarette advertis- 


ing on radio and television, 
passed earlier this year by Con- 
gress, is a result of the 1964 re- 
port of the Surgeon General. 
The report found a causal rela- 
tionship 
between 
cigarette 


smoking and respiratory dis- 
eases. The cigarette companies 
have denied such a relationship 
has been proved. 


The Agriculture Department 


said last week that cigarette 
smoking, which had been declin- 
ing, shows a per capita increase 
in 1970. The department said 
that ".new brands and a final 
push in radio and 
television 


ads" had helped cigarette man- 
ufacturers "substantially" in- 
crease sales in the second half 
of 1970. 


Sales in 1970 are expected to 


reach 542 billion cigarettes, up 
from 528.9 billion in 1969. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 


sion has announced that it .'is 
suspending its plan to require 
the tobacco industry to disclose 
tar and nicotine content in its 
advertising. The FTC said it 
would give the industry an op- 
portunity to adopt a voluntary 
plan. 


After the first of the year the 


networks and stations will no 
longer be required by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion to carry antismoking com- 
mercials. 


However, the three television 


networks and many stations 
have said they would continue 
to air the spots, although not as 
frequently as before. The FCC 
ruled Dec. 15 that stations car- 
rying antismoking spots did not 
have to give time to prosmoking 
views. 


The agency also said the deci- 


sion on whether to air antismok- 
ing spots would be left to the 
stations, but included a strong 
hint that such announcements 
would be a "public service" to 
be considered at the time a sta- 
tion applied to renew its license.

"truth in gas" measure—the 
posting of octane ratings on 
service station gas pumps. 


Such a ruling, first suggested 


to the FTC in 1968 by Sen. Wil- 
liam Proxmire, would be issued 
and enforced over protests from 
the oil industry. 


Industry contends the octane 


rating is only one important 
component of motor fuel. How- 
ever, according to Capitol Hill 
sources, the FTC requirement is 
intended as a first step to help 
drivers figure the best kind of 
gas for their car. 


Basically, the octane rating is 


the measure of the gasoline for 
burning 
smoothly 
without 


knocking. Knocking wastes pow- 
er and fuel, causes noise, may 
result in extra doser of exhaust 
Ixiliution, and engine damage.

to correct

glaring injustices. 


As one who helped promote the 


original Hall 2 per cent sales tax 
in 1933 and 1934, and spoke for its 
adoption at a legislative hearing 
in February 1934—just a month 
before final passage—I feel a 
continuing obligation to point out 
the abuses inflicted upon the 
sales tax in the ensuing years. 


Unlike the graduated income 


(ax, which is geared to a citizen's 
ability to pay, the sales tax levy 
is a flat one—meaning that the 
poor pay at the same rate as the 
rich. Under constant political 
pressure—there are lobbies to 
oppose most taxes, but no lobby 
to oppose a sales tax hike—the 
General Assembly usually turns 
to the sales tax as a last resort in 
its quest for more money . . .and 
justice be damned! 


Let me illustrate by comparing 


the dissimilar sales tax policies 
of Arkansas and Florida, from 
which state I have just returned 
after a round of eye and dental 
surgery. . 


Arkansas started off with a 2 


per cent tax rate with food, 
clothing, and medicine exempt. 
In 1941 these exemptions were 
wiped out. And in 1957 the tax 
rate was increased to 3 per cent 
across the board. 


Florida, 
it is true, now 


operates with a 4 per cent sales 
tax—but food and medicine are 
exempt. That is, food is exempt 
when bought at the grocery 
store—but those who can afford 
to eat in restaurants and hotels 
have to pay 4 per cent tax. 


In drugstores medical items 


are exempt, but in both grocery 
and drug establishments non- 
food or non-drug items are taxed. 
It sounds confusing at the cash 
register—but most citizens will 
recognize that Florida is fairer to 
the 
poorer 
citizens 
than 


Arkansas is. 


If it can be shown Arkansas 


does need additional state 
revenue in the coming legislative 
session I am repeating here and 
now what I have been writing for 
years—leave the sales tax alone 
and hike the state income tax, 
which levies the tax load ac- 
cording to the individual's ability 
to pay. 


In the last analysis, if anything 


at all is done with the sales tax I 
would accept the Florida plan of 
a 4 per cent levy with food and 
medicine exempt.

with the 91st Congress 


expiring at noon Sunday, little 
time is left for a House-Senate 
conference on Social Security. 


The supplemental appropria- 


tions bill includes more than $1 
billion worth of foreign aid for 
Asia and the Middle East. Its 
course was prepared before the 
Christmas recess, when Con- 
gress approved legislation au- 
thorizing the spending, but for- 
bidding use of ground combat 
forces or military advisers in 
Cambodia. 


The big defense money bill 


has been blocked by controver- 
sy about restrictions on the use 
of U.S. forces in Southeast Asia 
outside of South Vietnam.

Vietnamese 
Repulse 
Enemy Raid 


SAIGON (AP) — North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong troops at- 
tacked a South Vietnamese in- 
fantry unit in Cambodia before 
dawn today and were repulsed 
in fighting that raged into mid- 
morning, officials said. 


Seventy-four enemy soldiers 


were reported killed, the highest 
number claimed by South Viet- 
namese troops in a single action 
in Cambodia in several months. 
Artillery and fighter-bomber at* 
tacks were credited with most 
of the losses. 


The South Vietnamese battal- 


ion reported 10 men killed and 
36 wounded. The assault took 
place 
while 
the 
unit 
was 


camped for the night six miles 
southwest of the rubber planta- 
tion town of Mimot, near the 
Cambodia-Vietnam border. 


South 
Vietnamese 
troops 


sweeping through the U Minh 
forest in South Vietnam's west- 
ern Mekong Delta said today 
they had killed 30 Viet Cong 
troops in scattered contacts. 
South Vietnamese losses were 
five killed and six wounded, mil- 
itary sources said. 


Fifteen enemy troops were re- 


ported killed by government 
forces 
elsewhere, 
and 
U.S. 


troops reported killing seven in 
fighting in Binh Tuy Province, 
80 miles east of Saigon. 


One American was reported 


killed in fighting between the

North Vietnamese forces south- 
east of Hue. No enemy losses 
were reported. 


The U.S. Command also said 


a U.S. Navy A7 Corsair II at- 
tack bomber crashed from un- 
known causes during a mission 
over Laos. The pilot was res-

Meanwhile, 
the U.S. 
Navy 


transferred to the South Viet- 
namese navy control of river 
and canal operations in South 
Vietnam's southernmost prov- 
ince. The U.S. Navy also an- 
nounced it will turn over 125 
small combat vessels to the 
South Vietnamese in a ceremo- 
ny in Saigon Wednesday. 


In Saigon, anti-American stu- 


dents made two attacks on 
American military buses near a 
student housing complex in Cho- 
lon, Saigon's Chinatown, and 
burned out one of the vehicles. 
Nobody was hurt. The students 
are still angey about the killing 
early this month of a Viet- 
namese student by an American 
soldier in Qui Nhon, on the cen- 
tral coast.
